I,  Joiin  G„  Uagoe,  do  meke  affidavit  as  follows: 

From  l!arch,  1912,  until  iiry ,  1940.  I  served  as  a 
missionary  of  the  American  Lpi^ccpai  Church  at  Nanking, 
China  * 

When  the  city  of  Nanking  fell  or.  Deco  .her  13,  1937, 
all  resistance  on  the  par-  of  the  Chinese  '*v. sen.  It  was 
after  the  Jo  .une&e  I  ons  wo:o  in  comply '.e  control  of  the 
city  that  v.«  e.-rts  v4 olo.o V  soldiers  against  the 
civilian  population  jg&n  ard  continued  for  over  six  weeks. 
About  two  day/  af it  ’  .hn  o  r- -  !  :.on  of  the  ciry  by  the 
Japanese  troopo  T  raw  two  1 .  ..(.lumas  of  Chinese  civi¬ 
lians  being  marched  c/f  oy  Cue- :■?.*?  soldiers.  These  men 
were  four  abreast  and  had  tnoir  V.:»r.c3  tied  in  front  of 
them.  Tnere  were  several  thousand  in  these  two  groups. 
Later  I  saw  at  the  hospital  u  l*ew  survivors  of  such  groups 
whom  my  investigation  disclosed  had  been  wounded  and 
feigned  death  when  the  groups  were  shot  with  machine  guns. 

Several  days  later  I  raw,  and,  with  the  aid  of  a 
telescope  lense,  took  pictures  of  a  group  of  Chinese 
civilians  baing  gathered  together  on  a  roid  by  Japanese 
troops.  An  old  man  and  seme  women  knelt  before  the 
Japanese  troops  Digging  that  the  men  be  not  taken,  Tv/o 
of  the  brothers  of  my  chauffeur  were  taken  by  Japanese 
troops  at  the  same  time,  and  were  included  in  a  group  of 
approximately  five  hundred  civilians  collected  at  one 
oeint  by  Japanese  troops  before  being  marched  away.  I 
went  with  the  wife  of  my  chauffeur  and  tried  to  get  the 
Japanese  sergeanr.  to  release  these  two  men,  but  I  was 
ordered  to  go  away. 

On  December  17,  1937*  I  sa v/  two  Japanese  soldiers 
shoot  a  Chinese  civilian  as  lie  was  hurrying  from  them 
and  had  come  to  a  bamboo  fence  through  which  he  could 
not  pass.  He  was  standing  still  when  the  two  soldiers 
walked  to  within  f.‘  rc  yards  of  hl.n  and  each  shot  him  in 
the  face.  Pod shiv  3 off,  a  Ruction,  was  with  me  at  the 
time.  The  soldi.,*  :j  aid  r.ot  even  s-op  talking  to  each 
other  when  they  shot  and  killed  the  Chinese,  and  after 
she  aing  him  they  continued  wa.' king  down  the  street. 
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On  December  18,  1937.  Tanaka,  the  Japanese  Consul- 
General,  asked  me  to  go  with  Mm  to  IVfinkwan  to  point  out 
foreign  property  at  that  end  cl  -Lo  At  the  ontrance 

to  each  piece  of  property  ho  i'.nO  a  Jarcuvse  Consular 
policeman  put  up  a  notice  tolling  soldiers  to  keep  out. 

It  was  only  because  I  was  with  Hr.  Tanaka  that  I  was  able 
to  get  out  of  the  city  gate*  Ho  had  his  chauffeur  turn 
tho  car  ir.l  o  ar  r.'  ley  alongside  the  Episcopal  Mission,  but 
there  ware  so  nan?7  deed  bodies  in  civilian  clothes  in  the 
alloy  that  we  could  .  st  ger  h rough  ar.J  h-d  to  tack  out. 

On  the  Bund,  while  llr-  Ta:a\*«  and  the  policeman  had  gone 
into  the  Bittorfield  and  M'  ->  proporty,  1  walked  from  the 
car  to  thr  river  sice  of  tbs  P:  «id  road  v/here  I  could  see 
down  to  the  river.  Thero  war**  hundreds  of  corpses  in  three 
piles  on  the  bp.uk  of  tho  Yangtze  River,  They  had  been  set 
afire  as  Ihe  clothing  vra.  burnt  and  the  bodies  were  charred. 

The  Japanese  soldiers  paid  no  attention  to  the  notices 
which  Mr.  Tanaka  had  posted.  I  was  wltn  him  a  few  days 
later  and  saw  Japanese  soldiers  taking  motor  cars  in  his 
presence  near  our  Safety  Zone  headquarters.  They  paid  no 
attention  to  hir.  remonstrations  against  such  acts. 

Systematic  looting  by  Japanese  soldiers  continued  for  many 
weeks  folloving  the  fall  of  Nanking.  Soldiers  when  looting 
were  frequently  accompanied  by  Japanese  civilians. 

On  tho  13th  several  officers  came  to  the  residence  of 
the  Manager  of  the  Texas  Oil  Company,  where  we  had.  one  of 
our  refugee  copters.  At  tho  entrance  to  the  compound,  I 
pointed  to  the  notice  put  up  b  •  Mr.  Tanaka  and  also  one 
put  up  by  tho  American  Embassy  with  the  Embassy  seal  stat¬ 
ing  that  this  was  American  proporty,  and  tried  to  close 
the  gate,  but  tbsy  pushed  me  aside.  They  tried  to  take  a 
motor  car  from  the  garage  but  were  unable  to  do  so  as  some 
essential  part  had  been  removed.  One  of  tho  Japanese  asked 
mo  in  good  Sngli.  u  for  my  oaesport,  which  I  showed  him. 

Some  days  later  ...  saw  coii.o  Japanoso  soldiers  driving  off 
with  a  truckload  of  Prigidaire  electric  ice  boxes  from  a 
Chinese  shop  on  ii-ung  Slinn  mad.  Soldiers  kept  taking 
from  our  paoule  watches*  fountain  pons,  and  many  other 
articles  which  struck  their  fancy. 
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Raping  of  the  women  by  Japanese  soldiers  went  on  day 
by  day.  I  took  many  v/omcn  and  girls  to  the  University 
Hospital  after  such  experiences.  In  many  cases  women  who 
resisted  were  stabbed  or  killed.  I  saw,  and  in  some 
instances  took  pictures  of,  women  who  had  been  wounded 
and  the  bodies  of  those  killed.  The  streets  were  filled 
with  little  groups  of  soldiers  looking  for  women.  I  have 
many  times  driven  them  out  of  women's  quarters  of  various 
buildings. 

On  the  afternoon  of  December  18,  at  the  urgent  request 
of  a  Chinese,  I  went  with  Ur,  Sperling,  a  German  who  was 
on  our  Safety  Zone  Ccmmittoo,  to  the  new  residential  district 
As  we  entered  a  house  I  saw  a  woman  on  the  ground  floor 
weeping,  and  my  investigation  disclosed  that  she  had  been 
raped.  On  being  informed  that  a  soldier  was  still  upstairs, 

I  went  to  the  room  on  the  third  floor  and  found  it  locked. 
Both  Sperling  and  I  shouted  and  pounded  on  the  door.  After 
some  time  a  Japanese  soldier  came  out  and  walked  down  the 
stairs,  leaving  a  Chinese  woman  in  the  room. 

On  the  afternoon  of  December  20,  at  the  request  of  a 
Chinese,  I  took  to  the  hospital  a  little  girl  ten  or 
eleven  years  of  age  who  had  been  raped  by  a  Japanese  soldier. 

Returning  from  the  hospital,  I  went  to  another  house 
where  soldiers  were  after  the  girls.  I  found  three 
soldiers  on  the  second  floor,  and  told  them  to  get  out  of 
the  house.  The  Chinese  present  pointed  to  a  door.  I 
rushed  against  it  and  into  a  room,  and  found  a  Japanese 
soldier  in  the  act  of  raping  a  woman.  I  yelled  at  him 
and  got  him  out  of  the  room  and  followed  him  until  he 
loft  the  premises. 

That  same  morning  I  had  driven  still  another  soldier 
out  of  the  women's  quarters  where  we  had  one  of  our 

Refugee  Centers. 

On,  or  about,  the  same  day,  Consul-General  Tanaka 
told  me  that  the  Japanese  High  Command  had  already  issued 
two  orders  to  stop  this  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese 
soldiers.  There  was  no  apparent  result  as  the  outrages 
continued  una bated. 
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On  the  afternoon  of  December  21st ,  I  wont  with  a  group 
comprising  practically  all  c?  '■.no  foreigners  in  the  city 
to  the  Japanese  Consulato  tc»  .  result  a  petition  from  them 
to  the  Japanese  authorities  caWrg  the  .  in  tne  name  of 
humanity  to  stop  the  burning  of  houses  which  was  continuing 
day  by  day.  Fires  were  visible  m.—t  of  the  time.  The 
Japanese  soldiers  had  burned  one  of  our  ‘'piscopal  Mission 
buildings  as  well  as  sopk  buildings  of  the  'Ji  sciplcs 
Mission  c.:.d  the  .  II.  C.  A.,  and  many  other  public  building 
and  private  dwellings. 

Following  the  conference  1  remained  and  talked  to  Hr. 
Tanaka  about  the  f  if  toon  -y  oar  son  of  ere  of  our 

Chinese  pastors  who  had  been  t.  ken  in  a  group  of  fourteen 
non  from  one  of  our  Episcopal  refugee  centers  some  days 
before.  I  told  him  that  cue  nan  who  was  taken  at  the  same 
time  had  come  back  about  five  days  later  and  told  me  they 
had.  boon  marched  with  about  one  thousand  men  to  the  river 
bank  at  Hsiakwan  and  there  shot  with  machine  guns;  that 
this  man,  Lu  Kuan-Wai,  said  he  had  escaped  by  throwing 
himself  on  the  ground;  and  chat  our  pastor's  son  had  been 
pushed  out  of  the  crowd  before  the  shooting  began.  The  boy 
never  returned.  Hr.  Tanaka  cent  a  consular  policeman  with 
ne  to  try  to  find  the  boy.  The  policeman  would  not  let  me 
go  near  the  Bund  where  the  boy  was  reported  as  last  seen, 
saying  the  soldiers  would  bayonet  me  if  I  went  there.  The 
place  to  which  the  policeman  refused  to  take  me  v/as  the 
place  where  I  had  previously  seen  the  three  piles  of  dead 
Chinese  which  had  been  set  afire. 

In  the  sane  interview,  ilr.  Tanaka  told  me  that  the 
Division  of  troops  then  in  Nanking  would  soon  be  changed 
for  a  better  one,  and  that  he  thought  the  situation  would 
be  more  settled  by  the  24th  of  December.  However,  I  could 
notice  no  improvement  in  the  situation  in  Nanking  in 
December. 

With  Dr,  Hsu  Chuen-ying  T  personally  investigated 
.:hat  took  place  ac  No.  7  Sing  Nai  Hoad  in  the  section  of 
che  city  called  Men  Tung,  inside  the  South  Gate.  My 
investigation  disclosed  that  eleven  out  of  thirteen  of 
the  residents  of  this  house  had  been  killed  by  Japanese 
soldiers.
